kilowatts of power a month on an average, 


I costing you about $2,52 to operate. That 
| compares with $3.13 a month for the color 


I model. 


Incidentally, the Department of Health, 


|. Education, & Welfare suggests that you 
check your utility bills against your meter 
by reading the meter yourself to insure 
that no mistake has been made. 


Reading the meter is not really com- 


plicated, and HEW has a free publication 
telling you how. To get it, write to Con- 
sumer Information, Pueblo, Colorado and 
ask for a copy of "Checking Your Utility 
Bills," No. 183D. 


Briefly, each dial on your electric meter 


shows that you have used a certain 


>er of Kilowatt-hours. You read from 


right to left, the first dial being increments 
of 10 KWH, the next 100 KWH, the next 
1,000 KWH, and the fourth 10,000 KWH. 


By reading the meter and computing the 


cost according to local costs, you can find 
out at any time how much power you have 
used and how much it will cost you. 


How does police radar work? If both 


vehicles are moving in opposite 
direc- 


tions, can the police radar accurately pick 
up the speed of an approaching vehicle a 
.block or two away? And where is the radar 
located? In the case I refer to, there was no 
external equipment available. 


Corsicana police use a unit known as 


MR-7 
Moving Radar, the latest in a 


growing line of sophisticated and versatile 
equipment for monitoring drivers, 
Basically, the unit sends a constant signal 
out that signal bounces off your car and is 
reflected back to the unit and the machine 
then measures the time the signal took to 
get back. By electronically comparing the 


inishing time it takes, the machine can 


clock your speed more accurately than 
any previous radar unit. 


The machine's accuracy is checked 


daily, Police Chief Don Massey said, by 
using a calibration device that produces a 
signal which if the machine is calibrated 
correctly, registers on the machine as a 
specific speed. 


The machine, Massey noted, can be used 


with the officer .moving toward you (the 
first^such radar available that will do this 


h 


is the MR-7) or with him parked in the 
traditional stationary position. 


The only exposed mechanism is the 


radar screen, a small tube-shaped device 
Thai Langs from the rear left-hand window 
of the squad car. The actual machinery 
and read-out panel (your speed is digitally 
shown in lights now, rather than on a 
meter) sits on the dashboard of the squad 
car. 


If you are clocked speeding the officer 


should, if you request it, show you the 
radar reading of the speed he says you 
were travelling. That speed will "lock" 
into the radar so the officer should be able 
to show it to you if you ask. 


My gas bill doubled this month, and I've 


heard several others say theirs has, too.

R.A. Jones, regional manager for Lone 


Star, said gas consumption on January 
bills increased because the city ex- 
perienced 90 per cent more "heating 
weather" for the 30 days ending January 
15 than was experienced during the 
preceding billing period. 


"In some instances," he said, "our 


billing period covered more days service 
in January than December due to holidays 
affecting (meter) reading schedules." 


But he said the January gas bills in 


Corsicana are not being affected by the 
rate adjustment in Dallas you mentioned. 
The two situations are not comparable 
because Dallas guarantees 
the gas 


company a minimum profit and restricts 
them to a maximum profit. Dallas is one of 
the 
only cities 
to 
have such 
an 


arrangement, 
making that 
situation 


unique to that city. 


Lone Star does have a gas cost ad- 


justment which 
varies 
each month 


depending on actual cost, Jones said. 
Those adjustments are for increases Lone 
Star receives the month before. 


"Our company's cost of gas at the city 


gate has more than doubled since January 
'75," Jones said. "Our cost a year ago was 
55-cents per million cubic feet (MCF). This 
year our cost is $1.16 per MCF, or a 109 per 
cent increase. 


"Competition," he said, "has forced gas 


prices up and Lone Star has had to meet 
competition to insure that our customers 
have an adequate supply of natural gas."

HUBBARD - With action 


from 
the Texas Education 


Agency on accreditation of 
Hubbard Public Schools ex- 
pected in the next few months, 
the 
Hubbard 
Board 
of 


Education decided to postpone 
action on a proposal calling for 
an outside feasibility study of 
the school district's problems 
until the board could meet with 
concerned citizens. 


The proposal made by board 


member 
Marianne 
Dunlap, 


called for the study to begin as 
soon as possible and look into all 
aspects of the school situation, 
including possible consolidation 
with adjoining districts. 


AFTER the defeat of two 


bond issues calling for con- 
struction of a high school - 
junior high complex in late 1975, 
the board is now in a waiting 
stage to see what TEA will do. 
The district has been on an 
"advised" status since a TEA 
accreditation team visited the 
schools in 1973. 


"This study could be a new 


starting point," Mrs. Dunlap 
said. 
"Sometimes 
someone 


from the outside can see the 
orest a little better than those 


the inside. We may have 


been just looking at the trees," 
she said. 


Mrs. Dunlap suggested the 


study include the possibility of 
consolidation. 
"They 
would 


approach the other 
schools, 


informing them that we are 
paying for the study, and ask 


them only to present the fin- 
dings to their board," she said. 


THE 
PROPOSAL 
was 


originally opposed by several 
board 
members, 
mainly 


because of the consolidation 
talk, "Consolidation is touchy 
ground," 
Board 
President 


James Harold Weatherby said. 
"Confronting the other districts 
may do more harm than good. 1 
don't think any school district 
would be willing to consolidate 
unless it was a must, because in 
any consolidation someone has 
to lose a school," he said.

The 
Hubbard School board met 
several months ago, following 
the defeat of the second bond 
issue, to discuss consolidation 
with Mt. Calm.

Golden Circle cities received 


nearly $2.50 million in sales tax 
rebates in 1975, a total increase 
of almost 90 per cent over what 
was received in the first year 
each of the cities collected the 
one cent tax. 


State 
Comptroller 
Bob 


Bullock released the figures last 
week for 810 Texas cities. Of 
those, 780 showed an increase in 
the amounts received ranging 
up to 1,539 per cent for the City 
of Hewitt, while only 30 cities 
showed a decrease. 


In the Golden Circle, Cor- 


sicana received the most money 
in 1975, $518,328, an increase of 


81 per cent since the tax was 
first collected in 1968. The City 
of Malone showed the greatest 
increase, however, receiving 
$16,073, an increase of 713 per 
cent over the 1968 total. 


"It shows what we've known 


all along," Bullock said, "that 
the city sales tax has become a 
cornerstone of the City Hall 
budget."

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First winter cooled patriotism of many American rebels

"Now," 
penned 
Thomas 


Paine in the winter of 1775, "is 
the seed-time of continental un- 
ion, faith and honor." But in 
that first season of Revolution, 
prospects for the harvest look- 
ed poor. 


Fired with enthusiasm for 


their cause, and successful on 
the battlefield at Lexington, 
Concord and Ticonderoga, the 
American rebels were full of 
confidence in their Revolution. 
But winter's freezing tempera- 
tures began to cool the fires of 
patriotism. 


Before departing Philadelphia 


in June, 1775 to take command 
of the Army surrounding the 
British 
in 
Boston, 
George 


Washington had written to his 
wife: "I shall rely ... on that

Police informant 


with overdose 


part of probe 


DALLAS <APJ - A Dallas 


police department 
informant 


who was found lying uncon- 
scious from a drug overdose on 
a police headquarters restroom 
floor three years ago was ar- 
rested but later released by a 
narcotics division detective, the 
Dallas Times Herald said Tues- 
day. 


The incident will be a part of 


a current internal investigation 
of the narcotics division, the 
Times Herald said. 


The paper said the informant, 


George Eugene Powell, then 24, 
was discovered by uniformed 
officers lying unconscious in a 
police headquarters restroom 
on Dec. 2,1972. Records show a 
needle was in his arm, the 
newspaper said. 


He was revived and booked 


into jail by the officers but was 
ordered released the same 
night by Det. B.F. Fowler, ac- 
cording to police records, pend- 
ing analysis of a substance con- 
fiscated from him. But the sub- 
stance was officially destroyed 
and never analyzed, records in- 
dicate. 


An unanswered question in 


the investigation is the identity 
of the person who gave Powell 
the drugs. 


In addition, his police record 


does not reflect the arrest, al- 
though he was booked for an- 
other narcotics charge on April 
24, 1971. That charge was dis- 
missed on request of police. 


The Times Herald said it 


could not locate Powell, whom 
police records identify as hav- 
ing been a narcotics informant, 
for comment. 


The 
internal 
investigation 


could lead to an examination of 
claims that several narcotics 
officers kept private supplies of 
narcotics in their lockers to 
give to informants, the Times 
Herald said. Such action would 
be a violation of state laws con- 
trolling illegal drugs.

"My situation is inexpressibly 
distressing, to see the winter 
fast app/oaching upon a naked 
army, the time of their service 
within a few weeks of expiring, 
and no provision yet made for 
such important events." There 
was money neither for food nor 


pay, he said, "and the greater 
part of the troops are in a state 
not far from mutiny." 


Meanwhile, one of the great 


fiascoes of the Revolution was 
beginning — the attempt by the 
colonists to capture Canada 
from the British to secure the 
Canadians as allies and deny to 
the Redcoats a base of oper- 
ations on America's northern 
frontier. 


Quebec, built on hills over- 


looking the St. Lawrence, was 
too strong a fortress for the 
Ameriffans to take, and the rig- 
ors of winter had weakened 


them. More than 
half 
the 


American force of 800 men was 
captured. Sixty others were 
killed in the battle. 


Back in Boston it wasn't go- 


ing much better. Washington's 
army, 13,743 strong in early 
July, was down to 5,582 in late 
December. And it was strung 
out along a dozen miles of 
earthworks which kept 10,000 
Redcoats bottled up, warm and 
comfortable, in the besieged 
city. The Americans 
didn't 


have the strength to fight and 
the British, fortunately, didn't 
want to either. 


However, help was on the 


way. In Philadelphia, on Jan. 
10, Paine published "Common 
Sense," a pamphlet that in- 
spired the colonists to inde- 
pendence, and somewhere be- 
tween Ticonderoga and Boston 
an overweight bookseller was 
puffing to Washington's rescue. 


Col. Henry Knox, in com- 


mand of some oxen, horses and 
teamsters, arrived in Boston on 
Jan. 18 with 59 pieces of heavy 
artillery captured from 
the 


British the previous summer at 
Ticonderoga. 


On March 2 the rebels began 


a bombardment. Two days lat- 
er, under cover of darkness and 
fog, they dug in, with cannon, 
on Dorchester Heights, over- 
looking Boston from the south. 


American batteries now men- 


aced the city. Yankee guns 
could hit the British and their 
fleet below but English weap- 
ons couldn't hit the American 
positions above. 


By March 8 the British com- 


mander, Maj. Gen. William 
Howe, saw his position could 
not be defended. He offered to 
abandon Boston without burn- 
ing it down, if Washington 


would allow him to withdraw 
unimpeded. Washington agreed 
and the Redcoats departed by 
ship on March 17, bound for 
Nova Scotia. Eventually they 
would sail for New York and, 
with reinforcements, form an 
army of 25,000. 


Washington 
wrote 
to 
his 


brother that he could "scarce 
forbear 
lamenting 
my dis- 


appointment" at the lack of a 
decisive engagement on a field 
so favorable to the colonies. 


But the Congress and others, 


perhaps sharing the optimism 
of the Norfolk newspaperman, 


hailed Boston's liberation as a 
great victory. 


Harvard College gave Wash- 


ington an honorary degree and 
Congress ordered him 
up a 


medal. 


Thoughtful patriots, the new 


medal holder among them, 
were not so sanguine. The war 
had hardly begun and the first 
campaigns weren't resounding 
successes. 


The next winter Paine, now 


serving with Gen. Nathaniel 
Greene, would take up his pen 
again and write: "These are 
the times that try men's souls."

eligible for the tax exemption.

contact each tax office where 
his or her property is assessed.

Private eye firm 


gets big money 


solving kidnapings 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 


businessman on the phone has 
a multimillion dollar problem. 
Foreign terrorists have kidnap- 
ed one of his top executives and 
are demanding a huge sum for 
his release. 


It may sound like a scene 


from a movie, but it's not. The 
drama has been played out 
frequently at the John T. Lynch 
Co., 
an international private 


investigation firm headquar- 
tered here. 


That first phone call to Lynch 


will probably cost the business- 
man $15,000. From then on, 
says the company's president, 
John T. Lynch, "the fee would 
run in $50,000 multiples and 
would 
never 
be less 
than 


$100,000." 


Those are stiff rates, but 


Lynch, a former FBI man who 
founded the company 22 years 


ago, claims a 100 per cent bat- 
ting 
average 
in 
kidnaping 


cases. 


"The most important element 


is the safe return of the vic- 
tim," said Lynch. "That's what 
they're paying me for." 


In addition to large corpo- 


rations, Lynch's clients have in- 
cluded 
sheiks 
and 
shahs, 


princes and presidents. 
He 


won't discuss individual cases 
except to say "You've read 
about them in the newspapers," 
but the fact that James R. 
Hoffa's family consulted him 
after the labor leader's dis- 
appearance gives some idea of 
his stature. 


"Most of the hostage-kiduap- 


ing cases we handle are outside 
the United States," said Lynch, 
since 
domestic 
abductions 


came under the jurisdiction of 
the FBI. 


In the case of a foreign kid- 


naping, Lynch's first move is to 
send a man to the scene. 


"He's the one who evaluates 


the field situation and then gets 
back to us on what he needs in 
the way of talent," Lynch said. 


There's a lot of talent to 


draw from. Among Lynch's 
more than 400 employes are in- 
vestigators trained in "photog- 
raphy, telephotography, elec- 
tronics, 
microelectronics, 


sound, defensive driving, sur- 
veillance and all the eaves- 
dropping equipment," Lynch 
said. His staff is primarily 
composed of what Lynch calls 
'Ex-men ... ex-FBI, IRS or 
CIA." 


Lynch says that kidnapings 


are likely to increase both here 
and abroad. 


"It's a very profitable busi- 


ness," he said. "Where else 


could you get $1 million or $2 
million, in one case $14 million, 
in a few hours tax free? There's 
no other occupation that pays so 
well — outside the U. S. Inside 
the U. S. I wouldn't bet a nickel 
on a kidnaping being successful 
because of the FBI." 


Lynch said his men have 


come face to face with organ- 
ized crime and, although none 
have ever been shot, some have 
been threatened. 


"We get them out of the geo- 


graphical 
area," 
he 
said. 


"They require 24-hour protec- 
tion." 


Lynch said banking execu- 


tives are particularly vulner- 
able to kidnapers. 


"It's like Willie Sutton said... 


he robs banks because that's 
where the money is. It's the 
same with the kidnaper, he 
takes the banker's family be- 


cause he knows he's going to 
get his money quickly," said 
Lynch. 


Although his firm makes a lot 


of money from 
kidnapings, 


Lynch 
said 
the 
company 


stresses prevention and offers a 
special seminar "designed for 
top executives who must travel 
and those in the banking field." 
He tells an executive to cut 
down on risks by "not announc- 
ing to the world what his iti- 
nerary is and by not going into 
high-crime areas." 


If an executive has received 


a kidnaping threat, or is fearful 
of an attempt, Lynch also will 
provide around-the-clock pro- 
tection for a fee of about $2,500 
a week. 


"That would include protec- 


tion of the wife and kids," he 
said. "We'd drive the kids to 
school and provide a residence 


watch while the family is sleep- 
ing." 
. 


In 
addition 
to 
kidnaping- 


cases, Lynch's company also 
concentrates on tracking down 
embezzlers. A typical embezz- 
ler, he said, "is a corporate of- 
ficer in a position of trust who 
has access to millions of dollars 
and dips in up to his elbows." 


In such cases, Lynch said, his 


men begin a "methodical pur- 
suit" of the embezzler, tracing 
him wherever he may flee. 


Brazil is a traditional haven 


for embezzlers, Lynch said, 
since there is no extradition 
treaty between the Latin-Amer- 
ican country and the United 
States. But once there, Lynch 
said, criminals "are bled white 
by corrupt officials. There are 
cases of officials confiscating 
private airplanes by planting 
five pounds of heroin. 


Intelligence evidence, ITT testimony conflicts over Allende 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Jus- 


tice Department lawyers are 
scrutinizing the testimony of 
ITT Chairman Harold Geneen 
and others about the firm's role 
in Chile because of apparent 
conflicts between that testi- 
mony and evidence taken by 
the Senate intelligence com- 
mittee. 


Geneen testified under oath 


before the Senate subcommittee 
on multinational corporations in 
1973 that ITT did not supply 
money to block the election of 
Marxist Salvador Allende. But 
last December, the Senate in- 
telligence committee staff re- 
ported that, with CIA knowl- 


edge and advice, ITT passed 
$350,000 to Allende's main oppo- 
nent in Chile's 1970 election. 


The Senate intelligence com- 


mittee staff report said its find- 
ings were based on the record 
of the multinationals subcom- 
mittee plus "new information," 
including CIA documents. 


Meantime, the Overseas Pri- 


vate Investment Corporation 
has begun a separate review of 
ITT efforts to keep Allende 
from becoming Chile's presi- 
dent. The federally financed 
corporation paid $95 million in 
insurance to ITT after Chile's 
government confiscated ITT 
property. 


The 
multinationals panel 


alerted the Justice Department 
to its record of testimony when 
its hearings ended, because 
chairman Frank Church, D-Ida- 
lio, thought someone had lied to 
the subcommittee. 


One informed source said 


Tuesday that as recently as 
last month Justice Department 
lawyers were still interviewing 
persons to determine "whether 
there was any reason to believe 
the testimony of Geneen and all 
the other witnesses was not ac- 
curate." The interviews rough- 
ly coincided with release of the 
new information by the Senate 
intelligence committee staff. 


In sworn testimony in April 


1973 before the multinationals 
panel, Geneen denied ITT con- 
tributed "money to any person 
or to any agency of any govern- 
ment to block the election of 
Dr. Allende." 


Last 
December, 
the 
in- 


telligence committee, which is 
also headed by Church, report- 
ed, "During the period prior to 
the September (1970 Chilean) 
election, ITT representatives 
met frequently with CIA repre- 
sentatives both in Chile and in 
the United States and CIA ad- 
vised ITT as to ways in which 
it might safely channel funds 
both to the Alessandri cam- 


paign and to the National Par- 
ty. CIA was kept informed of 
the extent and the mechanism 
of the funding. Eventually at 
least $350,000 was passed by 
ITT to this campaign." 


Jorge Alessandri 
was Al- 


lende's chief opponent. The Na- 
tional Party was a conservative 
group opposed to Allende. 


Jerome Levinson, counsel for 


the multinationals panel, said 
Tuesday the Justice Depart- 
ment asked for and was given 
access to panel files. "They 
asked for everything and we 
gave them everything," he 
said. 


A spokesman for OPIC said 


Tuesday lawyers for the feder- 
ally financed organization are 
re-examining the $95 million in- 
surance 
settlement 
arising 


from the 1971 expropriation of 
ITT holdings in Chile. 


The OPIC spokesman called 


the review a "standard proce- 
dure" initiated whenever new 
information is disclosed. 


In other developments: 
—The Senate confirmed by 


more than a 2 to 1 margin the 
nomination of George Bush to 
succeed William E. Colby as 
head of the CIA. 


—Former CIA director Rich- 


ard M. Helms told a Senate 
committee 
that 
sometimes 


members of Congress did not 
want to know about the agen- 
cy's "dirty tricks" for fear of 
political embarrassment. 


—The 
House 
intelligence 


committee approved a recom- 
mendation 
that 
each 
in- 


telligence agency make public 
its over-all spending figure. 


Bush was confirmed by a 


vote of 64 to 27. Several Demo- 
crats argued that his political 
past as Republican National 
Committee chairman 
should 


disqualify him from so sensi- 
tive a post as CIA director. 


Bush is expected to be sworn 


in later this week. Until then, 
deputy CIA director Vernon 


Walters will be acting head of 
the agency, a CIA spokesman 
said. Colby "picked up his pen- 
cils and went home" as soon as 
the Senate vote became official, 
the spokesman added.

Rabin keeps pressure on Ford 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Is- 


raeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin is keeping up persistent 
pressure on President Ford to 
restore the haif-billion-dollar 
cut in arms aid the adminis- 
tration plans for next year. 


Using every available oppor- 


tunity, including private meet- 
ings today with Ford and Sec- 
retary of State Henry A. Kissin- 
ger and a speech to a joint 
meeting of the House and Sen- 
ate, Rabin played the same 
theme: If the United States 
wants Middle East stability and 
peace and wants Israeli con- 
cessions, it must make sure Is- 
rael is militarily strong. 


In a toast at a formal dinner 


given in his honor by Ford on 
Tuesday night, Rabin noted 
that Israel is the only Middle 
East democracy and said, "No 
totalitarian regime will tolerate 
a weak democracy." 


And he said it at a Tuesday 


lunch, telling Kissinger, "ev- 
erywhere in the world you can't 
achieve peace but from the 
standpoint of strength.... 
I 


know one thing for sure, with a 


weak Israel no one will nego- 
tiate and only a strong Israel is 
a help for peace." 


For his part, Ford spoke of 


the U.S. determination to main- 
tain the security of the Jewish 
state and the U.S. commitment 
to stand by its friends and al- 
lies. 


In working to regain in 1977 


the $1.5 billion in military aid 
Israel is to get this year, Rabin 
went to unusual and private 
methods. 


He held a secret meeting 


with the man Israel privately 
believes 
was 
the primary 


source for Ford's decision to 
cut back on the aid, William E. 
Colby, the outgoing head of the 
CIA.

Rabin met Colby and George 


Bush, who had been confirmed 
as the new CIA director just 
hours before, at the home of Is- 
raeli Ambassador Simcha Din* 
itz early Tuesday evening. Ra- 
bin reportedly argued that a 
Colby assessment that Israel is 
more than strong enough to de- 
ter any Arab aggression was 
based on mistaken assumo-

In fact, he 
said, the Arabs are being rapid- 
ly armed by Western nations as 
well as the Soviet Union. 


Israeli officials said the ini- 


tial Ford-Kissinger responses 
led them to believe the admin- 
istration may restore some of 
the cut. 


However, American sources 


close to Kissinger were doubt- 
ful. They said privately that 
Ford has made his decision and 
is unlikely to change. 


On the record, the State De- 


partment noted Tuesday that 
the $1.5 billion proposed for 
1976 was unique and the re- 
duced figure of $1 billion rec- 
ommended for next year is in 
line with the past.
